Rickshaw Driver 


Risks Life to Pro- 


| tect American Woman; Angelenos

of death and ruin, of politeness and thoughtfulness so deeply 
‘ingrained they were revealed in the face of death, and of hard- 
ships severe beyond ordinary understanding, was told here to- 


‘day by Miss Katherine Cranor, 


a professor of home ecenomics 


at the University of Iowa, who arrived aboard the President 


Pierce, a refugee from Tokio. 

Mies Cranor related her grim 
narrative on board ship, as s8y 
Hawalian lets were being draped 
over passengers and dance orches- 
tras were playing their merry 
tunes. Her story follows: 

“My train arrived in Tokio at 
12:40 p.m. on the Saturday of the 
earthquake, a few minutes before 
the beginning of the disaster. |! 
cannot apeak Japanese, and it took 
me a few minutes 60 get a rick- 
shaw. Finally we were started, 
through dusty streets In face of a 
heavy wind. 1! had been riding 
just ten minutes, when there came 
@ queer rumbling sound. 

leoked up. and saw at 
glance houses on both sides of the 
street in front of me falling across 
the street. It seemed certain I 
would be killed, but I felt per- 
fectly calm. My only thought waa, 
‘My family will never know what 
became of me!" 


NO PANTO 


“My rickshaw man showed no 
sign of panic. As soon as he real- 
ized there was an earthquake, he 
seized my wrist, and put. me on 
ithe ground under the rickshaw, 
\throwing his body over the top 
lof the vehicle to protect me. Ina 
|moment. we were folded between 
buildings and covered with 
light debris. 
| “The quake continued with 
great violence, buildings stil! fall- 
ing, and in a short time all the 
‘buildings on the street were in 
i\ruins, only the front of one struct- 
‘ture remaining. Soon fire broke 
and epread rapidly among the 


ruinn. Policemen and relief work- | 


ers set to work at once carrying 
| ut dead and wounded. Many eld

“Suddenly I began to feel the

CLINGS TO TREE 

“In a short time we reached the 
palace ground, where hundreds of

shaw man found a tree for me, 
/and motioned to me to cling to It, 
that being considered the safest 
‘situation during an earthquake.

'eame back with a Japanese who 
could speak English, a graduate

“My rickshaw man explained 
through this interpreter that he 
Was most anxious about his fam- 
ily. but was not willing to leave 
me until he was assured of my 
safety. I suggested that he take 
me to the Imperial Hotel, and he 
said we might go along the river. 
We started off, and I noticed some 
English people a short distance 
away. I asked the man to stop, 
but refu began jo pour’in from 
every direction, and | lost sight of 
therm. 

“There were carts, rickshaws 
}and people, all loaded down with 
| household goods, dried fieh, rice

“By 4 o'clock we were almost 
surrounded by the fre, many of 
the refugees began to pack, and 
by o'clock it looked as if noth- 
ing could save the entire ovarter 
from destruction. An exodus be- 
gan. I followed the Japanese refu- 
gees and found myself after a time 
in Hebla Park. I am told there 
were not lees than a million there 
that night, and ev family 
seemed to have some household 
goods. 


SURROUNDED BY FIRE 
“The park was entirely surround: 
j}ed by fire, and the whole dome 
of Heaven was ablaze. We were 
comparatively safc, but everything 
| depended on the direction of the 
wind and extinguishing firebrand: 
they fell. 1f flames had ever 
‘got started among that mass of 


“That night was truly a night 
of terror. Earthquakes were al- 
most continuous. The flames of the 
burning city were leaping far into 
the sky. One blast followed an- 
other, as the fire fighters tried to 
|eheck the spread «f the flames. 
| People all about me were calling 
for lost members of their fami- 
lies. One Chinese woman  calied 
Piteously all night long. 

“By daylight the imterwal be- 
tween earthguakes had lenethened 
to twenty minutes. The first great 
shocks had been only five seconds 
apart. At 5:30 in the morning I 
began working my way back to- 
ward the square in front eof the 
Tokio station. By this time fittle 
remained of the city. There re- 
mained only death and misery and 
devastation. Thore was tittle food, 
ne no shelter, a 
ew « uses, not fit for 
habitation. 


SHAKES CONTINUE 
“There i# one thing about this 
Sreat tragedy: it will never be 
possible to exaggerate its horrors. 
Before I could get to the boat, 
I spent seven aignts and seven 
days in the open, with carthquakes 
continuing at intérvals day and 
night. six or seven in twelve hours. 
I worked steadily toward Yoko- 
hama, hopeful of reaching my bout, 
the President Jefferson, before it 
sailed. 
| “Most of the time I was with 
a Japanese family the rain des- 
cended almost steadily in torrents.

Buildings Crack, Inhabi- 
tants in Panic as Temblors 
Continue in Mediterranean 


(RY preraToH) 

ROME. Sept. 18.—Earth shocks 
coutinue in the Mediterranean Sea 
in the vicinity of the Islands of 
Malta and SBicily. The tremors, 
which have been frequent since 
the Japanese quake, are believed 
to be after-effects of that up- 
heeval. 

Malta, the largest British na- 
vel base In the Mediterranean. was 
im tiled early this morning when 
visited by a violent trembler that 
shook the earth for several sec- 
onds, throwing the inhabitants in 
a panic, damiging homes and 
cracking the walls of some ef the 
larger buildings. No deaths were 
reported but several persons were 
injured by falling stones. 

Hundreds of people were atten4d- 
ing religious services when the 
tremor came. Panic-stricken they 
fled from the churches to the open 
pleces. 

The town of Valetta. on the 
Northeastern Coast of the island, 
was hardect hit.

According to Mr. Stewart the 
diMficulty in obtaining reliable data 
showing the number and severity 
of industrial accidents in the 
United States is due largely to the 
incomparability and incomplete- 
ness of the accident statistics pub- 
lished by the various States. In 
some States the scope of the com- 
pensation 
laws ia limited to so-called hazard- 
ous employments, excluding mer- 
eantile establishments, professional 
employments and clerical occupa- 


tions. All of the States except one 
exclude agriculture and domestic 
service. 


Six States and the District of 
Columbia have no workmen's com- 
peseation and accident-reporting 
laws at all. and consequentir no 
accident statistics are avaliable. 

All the States have now been 
requested to furnish their accident 
data to the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics annually for compllation. 
The Federal bureau thus will be- 
come the distributing center for 
information regarding industrial 
accidents in the United States. 


SOME RETURNS COMPLETE 
Ip three of the basic industries 


accidents are now available—min- 
ing. traneportation and iron and 
steel. It is regarded aa significant 
that these are the industries which 
make their returns to some bureayw 
or other agency of the Federal 
government. 

As a result of years of patient 
work. the Bureau of Mines has 
organized the machinery through 
which a virtually complete «ystem 
of accident reporting has been es- 
tablished and the bureau now re- 
satisfactory records of ac- 
cidents in all kinds of mines.

tends to detract one from the story, is in 
this instance a cardinal virtue. 

As quite frequently proves to be the case 
with stories of this stamp, it is inestimably 
better on the screen than tn type. Of course, 
the same stupid characters still are actuated 
by the same stupid motives and unburden 
themselves, in explanation thereof, in the 
same stilted speech; their world, notwith- 
standing their vaunted adoration of the 
“great wide open spaces,” revolves in the 
tremendously cramped mental orbit that is 
peculiarly Mr. Wright's own. The blemish 
of the film is the blight of its creator—not 
Kdward F. Cline, the director, but Harold 
Bell Wright. 

Mr. Cline did his job in a most workman- 
like way. He was given a continuity and 
he made it into the best picture he could 
| found it not uninteresting, even in eight 
reels; as “westerns” go, it is far, far better 
than the average. There is almost no gun- 
play, and Mr. Cline must be commended 
upon the almost complete absence of hok- 
um, other than that infused by Mr. Wright.

“copied” the Parameouwtt success, for know 
he did not, bet the cppeal of the two pro 
ductions is basically so similar that com- 
parisons are inevitable. There was dissen- 
sion in the covered wagon company; there 
was mutiny aboard tne Mayflower. There 
was a dangerous river to be forded in “The 
Covered Wagon:” there was a storm at sea 
in “The Courtship of Myles Standish.” In- 
dians attacked the wagon train: Indians 
attacked the Pilgrims. 

Longfellow wrote one exquish® sonnet— 


a translation from the Spanish. The rest 
of the writings of this estimable poet seem 
to me to be only sing-song platitudes. For 
thie reason I have not read his “Courtship 
of Myles Standish” since srammar-school 
days and, therefore, | am unable to say 
whether the Charles Ray production follows 
the plot of the poem with fidelity. But the 
film has more to do with the Mayflower or 
with the founding of Plymouth than it has 
to do with the Standish and Alden love 
affairs, and I'm giad it was made that way. 


The Pilgrims (who were not Puritans, by 
the way) talled in 1620. How many peo 
ple havc stopped and tried to visualize the 
fact that 303 years ago the first tree was 
iclied tor the firat log house to be built in 
New England for the permanent home of 
vhite settlers? When the axes bit into 
the wood, and the chips began to fly, | had 
the greatest thrill given by any scene in 
the whole nine reels. it may have been 
patriotiem instead of a gratified sense of 
drama, but that felling of the firet tree 
seemed to me, and still seems, the high 
point of the production. 

Charles Ray himself does all the good 
work which the plot permits aim te 4e. 
For my part | liked him best in the frst 
part of the film, when he was the skeptic 
and unbeliever. He stood aside ar a de 
tuched, half/amused figure, unable to under- 
stand the motives and hopes of the Pil 
gcims who, as one of the titles says, “went 
forth to seek not gold, but God.” The Pil- 
grima seemed to me to be tomewhat smug 
and by contrast Charles Ray was refresh- 
ing. In one place, where the teader of the 
mutineers is about to be buried at sea, Mr. 
Ray is superb. “Tis the way of all flesh,” 
he comments, with a shrug, in reply to 
some religious remark from one of the Pil- 
grim band. 

Miss Bennett, as Priscilla, makes a clear. 
eyed and wistfully alluring heroine, but she 
paid not make such a deep impression on 
me in this part as she did in the leading 
woman part in “Strangers of the Night.” 

The cast sheet, as given to me, is a for- 
midable thing, indeed, and carries eighty- 
seven names. All of the types were chosen 
with a discriminating eye, and the work Gf 
all of the principals was even and adequate. 
Two people, though, were more than ade 
quate. E. Alyn Warren, the Myles Stand- 
ish of the piece, establishes himself as an 
actor of unusual vigor and ability.

“Eliminate subtitle: ‘So you are back at 
last’ and substitute: ‘My affairs are none 
of yours.” 

Well, of course. this is a more serion: 
case. It would be a tefrible danger to those 
of immature years and lacking a full under- 
staading of the relative values of life to 
read the seductive sentence. “So you are 
back at last’’ In a case like this I admit 
that I would hesitate to expose my own 
daughters to the devastating influence of 
these utterly immoral words. How much 
better to have them say to me, in answer 
to a casual inquiry as to where they were 
going, “My affairs are none of yours.” 

“Eliminate subtitie: ‘Mr. Faversham, let 
me tell you the truth—only to you, and 
substitute: ‘My poor child. pay po heed to 
them; suffer in silence and pray for relief.’ 

Oh, what's the use’? | could go on giving 
instance after instance of s'milar literary 
sins—of stories made absolutely silly be- 
cause the censor thought it would be more 
moral to arrange that a yearning heart can 
yearn only legally; that any difference of 
opinion with “his own class” is indecent: 
that it is more moral to suggest a murder 
than an unborn child: that most of the 
world’s great authors have erred in the tell. 
ing of their tales. 

The point is: Am I and those who are 
devoting their lives to an honest endeavor 
to make pictures that are artistic and 
worthwhile—are we to be forever under the 
jurisdiction of people who are incapable of 
understanding what we are talking about’ 

I appeal to you-—-the American people— 
for help in this situation. For the motion 
picture is yours._made for you, supported 
by you. and should be governed by YOUR 
tastes and YOUR judgment. 

If you will only study the question of 
censorship at it REALLY IS, you will re- 
alize that much of the best literature of the 
world is being kept from you, for conscien- 
tious directors know it would be so muti- 
lated that they will mot attempt it. You 
are qualified to say what kind of entertain- 
ment you want—you do not need a traffic 
policeman or a barber to devote his eve- 
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donably careless about this detail, which

STARS OF YESTERYEAR 


We are continually hearing of the little 
girl or the young man from Podunk who 
has come to Hollywood—filmdom's Mecca— 
and is made a star overnight. It all sounds 
80 easy and each day new carloads of screen 
aspirants come drifting in. Wo seem to lose 
track completely of those who never have 
a chance or of those who are given an oppor- 
tunity and then “fade out.” I am going to 
tell you of a few of those who have tried 
and found so many disappointments that 
they have been forced to give up—discour- 
aged to the very core. 

Many of you remember Magda Lane, the 
little girl Carl Laemmile brought over from 
Switzerland. Mr. Laemmile had known Mag- 
do's family for years and it was on one of 
his visits to her father and mother that she 
expressed a desire to act in pictures. She 
Was unusually pretty, and the film magnate 
thought it more than likely that she might 
succeed In the films. So she came to 
America, tarried in New York long enough 
to purchase some smart clothes and then 
came on to Hollywood, where all of Univer- 
sal City turned out to welcome her. She 
was cast in a bit part and, it was said, 
photographed unusually well. 

Magda was given a lead in a twereeler 
and eventually found ber way into a fea- 
ture production in support of Herbert Raw- 
limson. After that she was starred in two 
reel westerns. 

Then something happened. Magda was 
like a bit of floteaam on the lot. She was 
passed from one production to another. 
Sometimes for bits; sometimes for larger 
parts. When Uncle Carl, as Mr. Laemmile 
in called by company members, came to the 
Coast Magda hae a talk With him. She felt 
discouraged. Uncle Cari told her it would 
take some time for her to learn the tech- 
nique of the business. 

“This being a protege is very difficult,” 
Magda told me. “None of the directors 
want. to. give me a chance. I can't under- 
stand it. I really feel that I would succeed 
better if I were just om my own without my 
family and Mr. Laemmile beiag close friends, 
for everyone, of course, feels that | am here 
through that friendship and that I have no 
talent.”
